Summer Camp For Boys And Girls 


The Seminary camp for boys and girls of grade school 
age will be opened at Our Lady of the Lake Seminary, Wawa- 
see, on Sunday, June 26, by a group from the Gary Deanery. 
That Deanery will have boys for the first week-and girls the 
second week. The other deaneries will, in turn, be entitled to 
the Camp for two weeks if it can fill the number allocated to 


each deanery which is 125. 


The price of $12.00 for board, lodging, insurance of the 
children against accident and sickness, towards the salaries 
of the cooks, the Red Cross nurses and the board for super- 
visors is barely sufficient to cover expenses.

the charge runs from $20.00 to $40.00 a week. 


The Bishop has been asked by many people who are in- 
terested in the summer camp for children what they might 
be able to do for it. They could pay the cost for some poor 
or underprivileged child; could donate play ground apparatus, 


boats and other things for the lake. 


The Camps in most dioceses have been built from funds 
received during a campaign throughout the diocese, but no 
one was asked to give a cent towards the Wawasee Camp, 


even though more than $25,000 is invested in it.

With the completion of the new 
chapel and of alterations to the for- 
mer hotel building here, the Bish- 
op said that the Diocese of Fort 
Wishe now has one of the finest 
minor seminariés in the country. 
A six year course is taught here 
by the Crosier Fathers. 

Dedication ceremonies were 
closed with solemn Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

Following the dedication a din- 
ner was served in the seminary 
dining hall for 180 diocesan and 
Crosier priests. At the dinner 
Bishop Noll spoke briefly and re- 
fected to the priest’s retreat 
which will be held at the semin- 
ary during the week of June 12. 

On Sunday, May 22, open house 
for the laity was held at the 
seminary and despite inclement 
weather throughout most of the 
Fort Wayne ‘diocesan territory an 
estimated 2,000 persons visited 
the seminary building. Registra- 
tions indicate that almost every 
city and town of northern In- 
diana was represented by the vis- 
itors, among whom were many 
non-Catholics. 

The Crosier Fathers’ report 
that impressions seemed to be 
unanimous that the new chapel 
is a beautiful and rare wofk of 
art. And many who were famil- 
iar with the hotel as it had been, 
were amazed to see the transfor- 
mation that has been made to adapt 
it to seminary use. 

The Boy Scout and Sea Scout 
units at the seminary, though am- 
ateur guides and parking direc- 
tors, expertly handled the over- 
flow crowd and pointed out inter- 
esting details about their new 
school, while answering hundreds 
of inquiries made by interested ob- 
servers. 

The Crosier Fathers have an- 
nounced that next Sunday, May 
29, the annual Mission Day will 
be observed with a bazaar open to 
the public. Those who were un- 
able to visit the seminary during 
open house will, therefore, have 
a second opportunity this Sunday 
afternoon.

Standards Compared 


The Catholic Church holds up 
the highest standard of Christian 
living. She always goes straight 
to the heart of morality by uphold- 
ing Christ’s word regarding mar- 
riage: “What therefore God has 
joined together, let no man put 
asunder” (Matthew 19: 6); by 
fighting for the right to life on 
the part of the unborn as against 
the anti-baby people and those who 
want to justify abortion; by fight- 
ing for the right to life on the part 
of the sick, the deformed, and the 
insane, as against the mercy-kill- 
ers; by fighting for the right to 
bodily integrity against those who 
seek to improve the race or punish 
crime by mutilating the human 
body. 

It’s hard being a Catholic. It 
means the observance of laws gov- 
erning diet; attendance at Mass on 
Sundays; the confession of sins. 
Before one can become a Catho- 
lic, one must submit to a more or 
less lengthy course of instruc- 
tions. He cannot become a Catho- 
lic by a mere request, while one 
can become a member of most 


sects without knowing anything 
about their teachings. 

Therefore, in a Church that num- 
bers over 26-million members in 
the United States, it is not to be 
wondered at that a few thousand 
should fall by the wayside, shat- 
tered on the rock of pride, dis- 
obedience, or lust, or a chance to 
get married. It is not to be won- 
dered at that, seeking to justify 
themselves, they should stray into 
the folds of less exacting creeds, 
where they are sure of a warm re- 
ception with no previous instruc- 
tions, no asking of embarrassing 
questions regarding former mar- 
riages, etc.

He can never 
take on the role of the “tired 
business man.” Always and every- 
where, alone or with others, day or 
night, he is consecrated to the 
Lord. 

Immediately following his ordi- 
nation, he enters a life in which he 
cannot altogether be himself. He 
is ordered here or there. A ®ity- 
boy may be given a post in the 
country. A farm-boy may be set 
down in a big-city parish.

the first several years of his min- 
istry, he is an “assistant,” with 
no voice in the administration of 
parish affairs. He offers the 
earliest Masses and the latest 
ones. He — long hours in the 
confessional. For years he may 
remain attached to the same par- 
ish, go always under the same 
roof with his superior, meeting 
him daily at meals, doing his 
wishes. 

It is so taxing a life that it can 
be sustained only by several 
hours of daily prayer. For that 
reason he is bound to read some 
twenty of the Psalms each day, to- 
gether with prayers and readings 
from the Fathers of the Church. 
He makes a half-hour meditation 
each day, and he spends another 
thirty minutes poring over the 
Bible or the writings of the saints. 
His daily Mass, with its due pre- 
paration and thanksgiving, occu- 
pies the better part of an hour. 
Besides that, he makes a fifteen- 
minute visit daily to Our Lord ‘in 
the church, and he approaches 
Jesus through the daily rosary to 
His Blessed Mother. 


Surprisingly Low Mortality 


Miss Kellar contends that about 
one hundred priests leave their 
Church each year—one hundred out 
of the more than 40,000 Ameri- 
can priests. That makes an annual 
mortality amounting to one in 400, 
Or one-quarter of one percent— 
but she merely “says” there are 
100. We don’t hear of them. 

Supposing it be true, isn’t it sur- 
prising that the figure is not 
higher? The mortality among the 
Apostles, chosen by Jesus Himself, 
amounted to eight and one-third 
percent! 


A priest may leave the active 
ministry in several ways. Many a 
super-annuated pastor simply re- 
tires, living by himself with no 
fixed duties, required only to read 
his Breviary, spiritual books, and 
to offer or assist at Mass at least 
on Sundays. 

Extremely few priests find the 
work too taxing and petition the 
Holy See to be “laicized.” This 
means that they are given per- 
mission to put aside their work in

cry course all depends on what 

one means by “liberalism.” 
The Church cannot be more liberal 
towards truth than can the astron- 
omer or the mathematician or any 
teacher in our schools and col- 


leges. Truth is something object- 
ive, and if a person’s subjective 
ideas are in conflict with it the lat- 
ter must needs be wrong. 


But as to discipline the Church 
is more liberal than the average 
state. What rights, for instance, 
have people in Rule or any State 
controll by the Soviet? They 
must follow a rigid discipline, 
must be careful about what they 
say even to a neighbor for fear 
that he may be a spy. The citi- 
zens of those countries have only 
duties imposed by authority which 
is_ self-imposed. : 

Discipline in our military 
schools, and even in military acad- 
emies for high school students is 
much more severe than ecclesias- 
tical discipline. The discipline of 
our itentiaries is akin to that 
which practically all citizens of 
Communist - controlled countries 
must obey. 

The Church is often accused of 
persecuting, but never as much as

The latest information we have 
on this matter was gathered by 
Joseph G. Harrison, Mediterranean 
correspondent for the Christian 
Science Monitor. He writes that if 
one would see “a monument to 
Russian Communism he should not 
go to Moscow, but to Athens,” and 
from Athens go out to see the 
villages that have been burned, see 
the 700,000 helpless Greek refu- 
gees; see the mothers weeping for 
children abducted and sent behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

This correspondent tells us that 
we are misled when we believe 
that the Communist guerrillas are 
presently trying to get hold of 
Greek territory. “Instead,” the 
writer observes, “their whole ob- 
ject is to wreck and impoverish 
their homeland so: thoroughly that 
it will either be ripe for Commun- 
ism later or at least never recover 
its economic strength.” 

Mr. Harrison places the number 
of guerrillas, including supply 
units, informers, etc., at more than 
100,000 which he considers a large 
fighting force since the Greek Na- 
tional Army has only 200,000 men. 
He contends that the guerrillas 
contain many known criminals and 
a la number of youths who are 
out chiefly for adventure; and also 
ersons who are fearful to desert 
its ranks lest reprisals be taken 
against their families. He believes 
that with them are from eight to 
a per cent of the Greek popula- 
ion. 


Do you believe that most Protes- 
tants know why they are what 
they are? 


From the hundreds of converts 
we have had from the different 
churches we have become convinc- 
ed that very few know why they 
are Baptists, or Methodists, or 
Presbyterians, except that they 
were brought up under parents 
who belonged to those religions, 
or joined these churches because 
friends and neighbors whom they 
met later in life had membership 
in one of these churches. To them 
it Became a religion of preference 
into which they certainly were not 
led by reading the Bible. 

But the word “Protestant” has 
bothered a great many, because 
the word implies that they belong 
to a negative rather than to a 
positive religion. On that account 
some “in. ee have been issued 
recently caleulated to explain that 
Protestantism does stand for 
things positive, such as the read- 
ing of the Bible, Private Interpre- 
tation, ete. 

But the reading of the Bible 
would not be a reason to be a 
Protestant. Catholics have always 
been to read the Bible, and 
it would be much easier to find 
the Catholic faith in the Bible than 
any other faith.

Birth Control is referred to in 
the Bible—not by that name, which 
is modern—as “a detestable thing.” 
God Almighty is recorded in Holy 
Scripture as settling the matter of 
the indissolubility of marriage. 
Christ took the same attitude as 
His Heavenly Father, as we read 
in several places in the gospels 
which quote Him. 

The Catholic Church may not al- 
ter any law of God nor may any 
one else. The Church would not 
be loyal to her Founder if she did 
not speak out when human legisla- 
tion is proposed to nullify divine 
legislation. 


The Church School 


What is there political in the es- 
tablishment of church schools? 
The church school was peculiarly 
American for more than two cen- 
turies, and most of the great col- 
leges and universities we have in 
our land today were founded by 
churches—and by Protestant 
churches.

Accidents Don’t Count 


The sad part is, of course, that 
a lot of the “Yes’s” were accidents, 
and nobody gets to be holy by ac- 
cident. Not even the “holiness” of 
the dandelion-saint is an accident; 
it is planned by God. It is part 
of His program. And there is the 
key idea; when we make it our 
constant program to say “Yes” 
to the thousands of choices in our 
lives that concern God’s way and 
another we are saints. 

And that is really startling, be- 
cause it means that we can be holy 
when we get up in the morning, 
when we eat Roast Moasties for 
breakfast, when we ride the trol- 
ley to school or work, when we 
read a book or smoke a cigarette, 
when we buy a pair gf hose or a 
ticket to a movie, when we wash 
dishes or shine our shoes, when we 
shake hands with a friend or kiss 
our best girl goodnight. Every- 
thing depends of what we have 
made up our minds to do with 
our choices. If we have de- 
cided to make them as God pre- 
fers—always—and if we do make 
them that way, we are saints. 

And what if we have decided to 
make the choices God’s way but 
sometimes slip? Well, then we 
are not bright shiny saints, but 
rusty ones. We need a little pol- 
ishing. And we must get help. 
No rusty statue ever polished it- 
self. It is God who buffs off the 
spots, and it is God who makes us

Why God Cares 


Why does He bother? Well, He 
is probably the only one who has 
never asked that question. And 
certainly He is the only one who 
knows the whole answer. We can 
guess, of course, and say that hav- 
ing made us He wants us to turn 
out to be something worthwhile. 
He wants us to be holy, like Him- 
self, and to spend the unending 
ages of eternity being happy with 
Him. 

With that as a reason it is easy 
to add that He—God—bothers 
about our being saints because He 
is the only one who can sanctify 
us. You see,’ since sanctity is a 
matter of choice it is clear that we 
first lost sanctity because Adam 
made the wrong choice. Christ 
(who is God, remember that) came 
to earth centuries later and chose 
God all over again. And He made 
it possible for us to share His 
eternal program of choices: God, 
always chosing God. He offered us 
a living strength, a Ged-directed 
energy that can make that choice 
of God easier for us, and told us 
that we first get that strength 
when we are baptized. 

So we were baptized, and after- 
wards we came up to our choices 
fortified with this new energy, this 
grace. We made our choices, And 
maybe we said “No” so often and 
so violently that we spilled the 
God-given energy out of us.

assistants took seats opposite the 
pulpit. So it is really difficult to 
set rules for the congregation; yet 
some kind of regularity is needed 
for proper docorum at the Holy 
Sacrifice, especially on occasions of 
pomp and festivity. 

By general custom, the congreg- 
ation always stands when the pro- 
cession enters and leaves the sanc- 
tuary before and after a service, 
.be it low or high, Mass or Benédic- 
tion or anything else. For Mass, 
people remain standing till - the 
priest genuflect8 to begin the pray- 
ers at the foot of the altar, and 
kneel during those prayers. When 
there is an Asperges and blessing 
with holy water, they follow the 
priest till the Mass begins. All 
should rise when the priest mounts 
the steps and remain so till the 
Epistle is read or sung, when they 
may be seated. At the Gospel, they 
stand when it is sung, but not 
when it is previousty read at a 
Solemn Mass. Custom sanctions 
and safety dictates sitting for the 
announcements. You stand again 
when the Gospel is read over in 
English as it is on Sundays and 
some other days. 


Always Stand For The Credo 


For the Credo, the practice is to 
stand, although the servers are to 
kneel—just why I do not know. 
For the Offertory, after the priest 
sings “Oremus,” everybody sits 
down. At a Solemn Mass they

A good assistant master of cere- 
monies (altar boy) with a reson- 
ant pair of palms can often lead 
the congregation in what they are 
to do at any given part of the cere- 
monies, And you can easily under- 
stand that following the text of 
the Mass and constantly changing 
position to suit the ceremonies can 
make the fuller services of the 
Church more varied, more inter- 
esting and seemingly a lot shorter 
than your recollection of past High 
Masses might think possible. And 
a choir that will sing simple music 
‘of devotional character rather than 
try to make a two-ring circus of 
the occasion can do much to re- 
store the place of the High Mass 


in Catholic parish life.

We are accused of advertizing 
the names of prominent persons 
who switch from Protestantism to 
the Catholic Faith.

Think of how the daily papers 
would treat the news if a Presi- 
dent of the United States were to 
turn -Catholic!—quite apart from 
any control or _ instigation by 
Catholics.

As for the astronomical figures 
reported as ca by Methodists, 
Lutherans, esbyterians, et al., 
one must remember, again, that it 
takes no instruction to be made a 
Protestant. All one need ordinar- 
ily do is to shake the minister’s 
hand, and declare he has taken 
Christ as his Savior.

Remember also: One can ‘become

Going over some old family 
books 1 found “The Catholic 
Christian Instructed” by the Mos 
Rev. Dr. Challoner. This issue was 
printed in 1853. His first chapter 
was on the Sign of the Cross. He 
devoted almost one thousand words 


are anointed, to the sacrifice with 
which they are fed, none of these 
things is duly performed.” 


_ Tertulian, of course, was writ- 
ing when the faith was new, when 
persecution threatened at all 
times, when to be a Christian was 
a dangerous thing. And St. Aug- 
ustine wrote at a time when pag- 
anism and heresy flooded the 
schools and social life. Dr, Chal- 
loner wrote for English Catholics 
of the late 1700’s who were a min- 
ority surrounded by a great Pro- 
testant majority. 


But this is the twentieth century 
and even though many of the 
same conditions apply as applied 
in those earlier days, I can not 
go around making the Sign of the 
Cross! Non-Catholics would think 
I was crazy and I might give scan- 
dal. You know how it is? 


And Chesterton’s 


The next thing that hit me was 
in Maisie Ward’s “Biography of 
Gilbert Keith Chesterton.” After 
his conversion, G. K. C. was so 
enamoured with the sign of the 
Cross that he even made it on the 
doorpost as he entered a room and 
in the air with his match when he 
lighted his cigar. That was in the 
twentieth century but Chesterton 
was a genius and a known eccen- 
tric in many things. He could get 
away with it. 


Then a non-Catholic columnist 
had a short paragraph one da 
about “something most impressive” 
that he had recently seen. Two 
Filippino priests were getting 


: in the same cafeteria 
trays on a table, wn, made 
the sign of the Cross and said 
their nee. The writer said it 
was a utiful thing to see. 
Now, what could I say? I had 

jolted and browbeaten into 
awareness that I was slipshod and 
weak-kneed. Why have we for- 
gotten why we bless ourselves and 
how to do it? Where did we lose 
our appreciation of the significance 
of the sign of the Cross? 


It may be too late to reform 
my generation but what can we do 
for the children? 


A Catholic child is taught by its 
parents to bless itself long before 
it learns in school to salute the 
flag. Yet, watch the seriousness 
with which “I pledge allegiance to 
the flag—” is said, then watch and 
listen to the same child make the 
Sign of the Cross. 


A recruit in our armed services 
is instructed, drilled, and corrected 
until his salute is a matter of pre- 
cision and a thing of pride. We 
are all “soldiers of Jesus Christ” 
so why can we not teach a child 
from the start that the sign of the 
ross is more than a mechanical 
gesture at the beginning and end 
of prayers? 

Could not some explanation like 
this be given — over and over: 


“When you bless yourself you tell - 


the world that you are a Catholic 
that you believe that Christ died 
on the cross for you. When you 
say the prayer you tell the world 
that you believe in and adore the 
Holy Trinity — the Father who 
made you, the Son who redeemed 
you, and the Holy Spirit who gives 
you holiness. You touch your fore- 
head, breast and shoulders to show 
that you mean all this with your 
mind, your heart and your 
strength ” 


Perhaps my words are too ma- 
ture for very young minds but 
the thoughts could be expressed 
a little at a time in simpler terms. 
As in training a new army recruit 
the drilling and inspection would 
have to be continued over a long 
period. Then, as an old man long 
out of the Army can still salute 
correctly. so would the mature 
Catholic make a proper sign of 
the Cross. 

Am 1 presumptuous? Is it just 
that I am so filled with my re-dis- 
covery or should we all give more 
thought? Think what it would be 
like if we always saluted God with 
‘a great and inexpressibly noble 
sign of the Cross” such as the 
angels may use in greeting.

It is so hard for our 
earth-bound, matter-ridden modern 
minds to rise to a full and super- 
natural faith in God. Our forefa- 
thers had this faith and it still ex- 
ists at Fatima, at Lourdes, every- 
where Our Lady is known and 
loved. It seems to be her preroga- 
tive among so many others, to 
mother such a faith in us. Where 
devotion to her has died, faith has 
died likewise. So now if we are 
logical we shall assent to the fact 


that the Rosary is more powerful | © 


than atomic energy. Can we really 
believe this, or do we smile pity- 
ingly? Some blessed beads and the 
power to pray, to love and to suf- 
fer! Absurd, perhaps, as the sev- 
en washings in the Jordan which 
Naaman at first despised, but from 
which he came with a skin like a 
little child. Let us think again, use 
all our powers of reason which 
must bring us to faith; make a 
great act of faith and take up our 
rosaries as Our Lady has bidden 


us. 

Lastly, let us be quite clear what 
it is all about. What we are fight- 
ing for, what the Church Militant 
prays and suffers for, is no earthly 
paradise but the supernatural King- 
dom of God. “My Kingdom is not 
of this world.” “The Kingdom is 
within you.” Here is a paradox. It 
is of the future and the present; it 
is peace and a sword; it is sorrow 
and joy; this world is important 
and yet unimportant. Perhaps it 
can best be explained in the idea 
of a pilgrimage and pilgrims. Pil- 
grims live this paradoxical life. 
They suffer and yet rejoice because 
of the end of their journey. They 
pass through the world and yet are 
not of it. They look to the future 
without neglecting to do what good 
they can upon the way. Their eyes 
are ever upon the distant towers to 
which they journey, and yet their 
present actions are supremely im- 
portant, for upon them depends 
their ability to arrive. They can 
only have peace at the end of their 
journey. And wither do we go? 
Listen to St. Augustine: 
“In Heaven we shall be as it 
were, in a City. Brethren, when I 
speak of it, I would fain speak for 
ever, especially when offenses mul- 
tiply. Who would not long for that 
City, whence no friend goes out, 
where no enemy comes in; where 
there is no tempter, no stirrer u 
of faction, no divider of the people 
of God; no harasser of the Church 
of God in the devil’s service. There 
will be a purified peace among the 
children of God, all full of love to 
one another, beholding one another, 
full of God, when God shall be all 
in all. All alike shall have God for 
our beholding, all alike God for our 
possession. all alike God for our

I had always read that water 
must be poured on the head in 
baptism and since I couldn’t dis- 
tinguish any part of the body at 
this stage it simply didn’t occur to 
me that I should baptize it. After 
this happened, I bought the pamph- 
let “Emergency Baptism” by Mc- 
Allister, which gives all the ans- 


I felt perhaps I was unusual in 
being ignorant on this subject but 
inquiry reveals that most of my 
Catholic friends have had early 
miscarriages without baptizing the 
fetus. Anything that concerns a 
soul losing the Vision of God, even 
though it doesn’t endure Hell, is 
certainly important enough to be 
brought to the attention of every 
married Catholic. Miscarriages 
seem to be a fairly common event 
in these days of nervous strain. I 
would like to prevent others from 
suffering the remorse I did at the 
thought I had robbed my own child 
of the Vision of God.

In the very center of New York, 
just across from the Pennsylvania 
Hotel, the Fathers of St. Francis 
have established a mighty bastion 
of the faith—St. Francis Church 
and Monastery. There thousands 
of transients hear Mass on Sun- 
day and many additional devo- 
tions of the Church are held, de- 
signed to foster the piety and fer- 
vor of the faithful in the midst of 
all the distractions which the 
world throws daily around them. 


Coming in a cab to say Mass 
there one Sunday morning we saw 
a long line of shabbily dressed 
men, a line several blocks in 
length. 

“What,” we asked the cab-driv- 
er, “are these men doing here 
standing in line so early in the 
morning ?” 

“They are waiting for the Fran- 
ciscans to start handing out food 
and clothing, which they do be- 
ginning at 8:00 o’clock in the 
morning,” replied the cab driver. 
“The homeless and the down-and- 
outers of all descriptions come 
here and they are never turned 
away empty handed.” 

Arriving at the Church, we 
paused there a few moments to 
witness this long line of men pass 
the doors of the Church where a 
Franciscan Brother with two lay 
assistants was handing out food 
and a pair of socks to every man. 
We noticed that some asked for a 
double share of each of these, and 
their requests were always grant- 
ed. A policeman sauntered by and 
then came another passerby. 

We stood there in awe, wonder- 
ment and admiration at this mag- 
nificent expression of the charity 
of Christ and of His Church, a 
charity so eloquently and beauti- 
fully expressed by the sons of St. 
Francis, who have always made 
the poor and the lowly the ob- 
jects of their special interest, sol- 
icitude and love. 

“What's the good of handing out 
food to these men,” asked a 
stranger of the Franciscan Broth- 
er. “What good does it do?” 

“It lessens the hunger in their 
stomachs,” replied the brother. 

“Yes, but these same ones keep 
coming back. Why not get to the 
root of the trouble... drink... 
and if you eradicate the root, you 
won’t have these men coming back 
as down-and-outers begging for a 
handout day after day.” 


Drunkenness Brutalizes 


“That’s a big question you 
raise,” replied the brother, “and 
its no easy matter to eradicate 
an evil which has been with us so 
long and which is so deeply en- 
trenched in modern life; but it de- 
serves every consideration and we 
are doing the best we can to fight 
the evil of drunkeness.” 

The discussion between the 
stranger and the 
Brother raises a question which 
needs to be placed before all the 
people of our country with the 
‘demand that some solution be 
found. As one looked into the faces 
of these hundreds of down-and-

men apparently waiting only for 
death to lessen the strangling 
grip of liquor upon them is a sym- 
bol of the millions of men and 
women throughout the country 
whose lives are being tortured and 
twisted and debased by the great 
evil of drunkenness. 


What is the principal reason 
which causes marriages to.hit the 
rocks and homes to be torn asund- 
er? Without hesitation, Judge 
Sbarbaro of the Domestic Court of. 
Chicago replied, “drink.” This Jur- 
ist who listens annually to thou- 
sands of divorce cases, did not 
need any time to try to recall the 
leading cause of the domestic dis- 
asters filling the dockets of his 
court. Vividly etched upon his 
memory was the recital of the 
evils of drunkenness, causing so 
many husbands and fathers to ne- 
glect their duties to their wives 
and children while they were 
squandering all their money on 
drink. . 

We were not successful in eradi- 
cating this evil by the prohibition 
amendment. We must fight it now 
by encouraging our boys and girls 
to take the lifelong pledge to ab- 
stain from all intoxicating liquor. 
That is the easier and the safer 
way. We need 10,000 Father Mat- 
thews to go through all the cities 
and towns of our country today 
and preach the cause of total ab- 
stinence. 


We need to preach more ser- 
mons exhorting our people to ab- 
stain from liquor; we need to 
teach our children in the schools 
the harmful effects of liquor; we 
need to revive the custom of hav- 
ing them take the temperance 
pledge at the time of their First 
Holy Communion. Particularly do 
we need to drive home to our col- 
lege and university students that 
they are crippling their chances 
of success and menacing the wel- 
fare of their bodies as well as the 
alertness of their minds by taking 
on the habit of drink. 


Nationwide Crusade 


They derive no benefits from it 
but many evils; and great numbers 
of them are beginning a practice 
which will be difficult to eradicate 
and cause them headaches, heart- 
aches and conscience-aches for 
many long years. We need to 
quicken public opinion concern- 
ing the evils of drink. We should 
hold before our people the Cath- 
olic doctrine that it is wise to re- 
frain from placing oneself in an 
occasion of sin. 


habit of drinking, is doubtless the 
occasion of sin. Possessing a pe- 
culiar type of nervous system, 
they become inflamed with a crav- 
ing for liquor that they are un- 
able to resist and are pulled down 
into shame, disaster and ruin. 

To all who read these lines we 
end by saying: Enlist in the na- 
tion-wide crusade for temperance 
and preferably complete abstin- 
ence, for vast numbers of people 
will find it safer to abstain alto- 
gether than to preserve moderat- 
tion in the use’ of alcohol. We en- 
courage every man, woman and 
youth to abstain entirely from 
liquor and thus contribute might- 
ily to wiping from the face of 
America a plague that is pulling 
millions into physical disaster, 
mental maladies and moral and 
spiritual tragedy. Our Blessed 
Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, 
summed it all up when He said: 
“Take heed to yourself lest your 
hearts be overcharged with sur- 
feiting and drunkenness .. . and 
the day come upon you suddenly.”
